Rebels, Gov't 
Troops Fight 
Inside Congo 


LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—Col. 
Joseph Mobutu's troops fought 
in the Congo interior Tuesday 
against rebel forces secking to 
avenge deposed Premier Patrice 
Lamumba’'s arrest. 

The rebel troops came from 
Stanleyville—the Oriental Prov- 
ince capital now held by ele- 
ments faithful to Lumumba— 
and swept down on three vill- 
ages in uator Province, to the 
west. 

Equator is the home province 
of Mobutu, and its people are 
largely ardent supporters of his 
pro-Western regime. 

Some reports said two villag- 
ers were killed in thé rebel raid. 

A company of Mobutu’s 
troops was flown from Leopold- 
ville to reinforce the Equator 
garrisons. 

A simmering feud continued 
between Mobutu and the United 
Nations. Officials of the Con- 
golese Transport Corp. were re- 
ported threatening to stop carry- 
ing U.N, supplies on the rail- 
road between Leopoldville and 
the seaport of Matadi. 

One U.N. official said the U.N. 
would react vigorously against 
any attempt to cut its only over- 
land supply route. 

Mobutu denied that Lumum- 
ba has been tortured and dis- 
figured in prison. But he re- 
fused to release a report by two 
doctors who examined the ex- 
Premier. 

U.N. troops which, for months 
past, have been guarding the 
residence of President Joseph 
Kasavubu, were abruptly with- 
drawn Tuesday. 

U.N. -fiicials said Kasavubu’s 
security had now become a 
purely Congolese matter. The 
U.N, command was embittered 
at the total absence of any apol- 
ogy or offer of compensation 


from Congolese authorities fol-| 


lowing the savage assaults on 
U.N, personnel last week. 


Mobutu called newsmen to 
his army camp early Tuesday to 


_ assure them that Lumumba had 


not been brutally assaulted in 


il. 

He said Belgian doctors had 
examined Lumumba and pro- 
nounced him in satisfactory con- 
dition. But Mobutu conceded 
that Lamumba had a sprained 
wrist and a swollen eye from 
the beating by the soldiers who 

ured him, 

obutu denied an allegation 
by Rajeshwar Dayal, head of 
the U.N. Congo . mission, that 
Lumumba was “suffering from 
serious injuries.” 

During Lis news conference, 
Mobutu said Lumumba has four 
wives, “one of them legal.” 

One wife—the real one—was 
arrested with Lumumba at Port 
Franqui last week, Mobutu said. 
The second fled from Leopold- 
ville on a Congo riverboat. The 
third was discovered hiding in 
a Leopoldville apartment and is 
expecting a baby.

Red China’s Liu Supports 
Soviet Coexistence Policy 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Chinese 
Presidertt Liu Shao-chi assured 
a cheering Chinese-Soviet rally 
Wednesday that Communist 
China supports a “peaceful for- 
eign policy” and Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev’s plan for peaceful 
coexistence with the West, 


The Chinese leader, also vice 
chairman of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party’s central commit 
tee, assured a packed Soviet- 
Chinese friendship rally at 
Lenin Stadium that “no force 
can undermine the solidarity” 
that binds the two biggest Com- 
munist countries together 


The indoor arena was more 
than half-filed with about 7,000 
Chinese students, diplomats and 
visitors. 


At the end of Liu’s hour long 
speech, he and Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev, who also 
spoke, kissed each other on the 


| 


cheeks, hugged and smiled. 

Soviet and Chinese party lead- 
ers, alternating on the stage, 
clapped their hands high above 
their heads and waved them in 
unison. 

The two leaders also embrac- 
ed and kissed following Brez- 
hnev’s 23-minute speech in 
which he quoted an _ earlier 
Khrushchev phrase—“Any im- 
perialist attack against People’s 
China will be considered an at- 
tack against our country”—and 
promised that the “stinking 
corpse” of Nationalist China 
would soon be removed from the 
United Nations. 

In his speech Liu said China 
would “devote ali of its efforts 
to the cause of struggle for 
peace.” 

“China has-.a peaeeful foreign 
policy and comes out for peace- 
ful . coexistence,” he said. “It 


will make all efforts to improve 
relations with other couftries.”

PARIS (AP)—Bearded  ex- 
Deputy Pierre Lagaillarde Wed- 
nesday sent word from Madrid 
to the military tribunal trying 
him for plotting against the 
State that he had not fied 
France on his own initiative. 

Lagaillarde’s message was 
given the military court by 
rightist lawyer Jean Tixier-Vig-' 
nancour who returned only 
Wednesday morning from a mis- 
sion to Madrid to persuade | 
Lagaillarde and four other flee- 
ing defendants to return. 

he defendants took advan- 
tage of a court recess Nov. 30 
to disappear from sight. Report- 
edly all went to Spain but 
Tixier-Vignancour claimed he 
only contacted Lagaillarde 
there. 

The military court is trying 
20 men on charges of master- 
minding the settlers rising in 
Algiers in January when Lagail- 
larde and his followers threw 
up barricades in the streets and 
defied the Paris Government 
during a .tumultuous week 
which started with 22 gendar- 
mes and settlers shot to death 
in the streets. 

Of the defendants, five are 
now fugitives and a sixth in 
the hospital. Whether the trial 
would continue was the big 
question as the trial resumed. 

“I asked Pierre Legaillarde if 
he wished to accampany me 
this morning on the plane 
which brought me from Mad- 
rid,” said Tixier-Vignancour. He 
added that if the court had not 
moved to obtain arrest war- 
rants against the fugitives—all 
then free on provisional liberty

|leased a summary of the report 
|at a press conference.

|axis,” Benson's report said. 

“A communistic Japan would 
add immeasurably to the power 
| and prestige of Soviet Premier 
| Nikita Khrushchev, Chinese 
'Communist Party Chairman 
|'Mao Tse-tung and their com- 


serious threat to the survival of 
the United States and her allies,” 
he said. 

Benson did not predict this. 
He said U.S. policy toward Ja- 
pan “seems to be working,” and 
that the Japanese political situa- 
tion is not so dark as it appeared 
last summer. 

Benson said the end result of 
the cancellation of Eisenhower's 
June visit to Japan was a gain 
in U.S.Japanese relations. 

“The Japanese people are 

basically opposed to extremism,” 
he said. “They feel a sense of 
shock and shame at the ‘Eisen- 
hower incident.” They feel that 
the cooperation and friendship 
of America are essential to their 
future. Thus, 
matter has turned into a plus 
for the United States,” the cabi- 
net member reported. 

“Premier Ikeda was among 
the leaders of the various coun- 
tries who went out of their way 
to ask me to extend to you and 
the American people 
sincere assurances of friend- 
ship,” Benson told Eisenhower. 

“There is no doubt as to the 
high respect and esteem in 
which the United States is held 
in this part of the wortd.” 

He emphaszied Japan's im- 
portance as a trading partner of 
\the U.S. and devoted much ‘of 
his report to discussion of pos- 
sible expansion of U.S. agricul- 
tural exports to Japan. 

He saw a good chance of pro- 
moting use of wheat products in 
the Japanese diet, particularly 
if the export price of U.S. wheat 
can be reduced. He blamed the 
U.S. price-subsidy system for 
denying American growers a 
market in Japan. 

“Our wheat has been losing 
out to Canada, majniy because 
of price,” he said. “We have 
| taken steps to adjust this by ex- 
port subsidy, but we must make 
_ Wheat competitive on the mar- 
: ket.” 


He predicted a growth in use 
of wheat and a consequent in- 
crease in use of meat and but- 
ter. 

“T also see some opportunity 
to sell American chicken and 
goukey products in Japan,” 

nson said.

Stating that he has never favor- 
ed one side over another in 
Diet proceedings, despite Social- 
ist Party charges that he was 
responsible for ramming through 
the Japan-U.S. Security Treaty, 
Kiyose pledged to adhere

ing the Lower House.” 

As Speaker of the House of

Socialist and Democratic Se- 
cialist parties had been opposed 
to Kiyose’s reinstallation as 
Speaker, claiming he played a 
major role in forcing the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty through 
the Lower House on May 20. 

The current special Diet had 
been stalled since its convoca- 
tion Monday over election of a 
Speaker. 

The plenary session opened 
late last night with the Lower 
House secretary general assum- 
ing the duties of the Speaker. 

Earlier yesterday morning, 
the three major parties held 
negotiations on the Speaker is- 
sue in a meeting of six leaders 
but no conclusion was reached.

U.S. Releases Photos 
Of 2 Original A-Bombs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Government finally permit- 
ted Sublication Tuesday of pic- 
tures of the’ two types of atomic 
bombs simflar to those dropped 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki— 
The “Fat Man” and “Little Boy”” 
bombs. 

“Little Boy” was the first wea- 
pon used, dropped on Hiroshima 
on Aug. 6, 1945. “Fat Man” fell 
on Nagasaki three days later. 

For the past several years, no 
actual military secrecy has been 
involved. The Defense Depart- 
ment took the position that 
security would not be menaced 
in the relea#t of photographs of 
the first two types of nuclear 
combat weapons used 15 years 
ago. Those bombs were utterly 
unlike the weapons of today. 

However, during the past 15 
years the executive branch of 
government, including state, de- 
fense and the Atomic Energy 
Commission, have held that use 
of the photographs might have 
an adverse effect on internation- 
al relations, especially in Japan, 
tre country On which the bombs 
were used. 

This fall, when the matter 
came up for periodic review, it 
was agreed by the three depart- 
ments that use of the pictures 
no longer would have inimical 
effect. Government spokesmen 
said Tuesday. 

The number of deaths caused 
by detonation, radiation and 
heat effect Off the two cities has 
been changed several times. The 
Japanese Government's estimate 
is about 60,000 deaths for the 
Hiroshima @xplosion, about 10, 
000 for the Nagasaki attack. 

The official picture captions of 
the AEC aiid the Defense De 
partment say the yield of each 
pomb was 20 kilotons. This is 
the equivalent of energy produc- 
ed by the explosion of 20,000 
tons of conventional TNT. This 
compares with as much as 15 to 
17 million toms for some hydro 
gen bomb tests made during re 
cent years.”

bombs, officials said, was the dif- 
ferent terrain of the two cities.

The biast and radiation 
effect of the Hiroshima bomb 
covered a much wider area.

Two crew members were killed. 

The coast guard identified the 
ship as the Petrolore, a 50,000- 
ton vessel that was en route 
from the Cape of Good Hope to 
Port of Spain, Trinidad.

At this point Debre was in- 
terrupted by shouts from the 
extreme right. “You haven't 
the right to do it. Look at the 
Constitution,” one voice rose 
above the din. 


It was almost unprecedented 
for the Prime Minister to be 
interrupted during an Official 
speech defining Government 
policy. As he continued, the 
interruptions became more 
frequent, 

When order was finally re 
stored in Algeria, he said, a 
later referendum would give the 
Algerians three choices—seces- 
sion, integration with France 
(which he called “Frenchifica- 
tion”) or a government of Al- 
geria by Algerians, aided and 
in union with France. 

French authority would en- 
sure public order and watch 
over the voting, he said. No 
pressure on the electors would 


be tolerated and no obstacles 
would be placed in the way of 
the Free World's press to wit- 
ness it, 


Debre pledged that whatever 
happened “the rights and inter- 
ests of those who want to re- 
main French citizens will be 
safeguarded. Whether they are 
of European origin, Moslems or 
Jews, no one can be deprived 
. « « Of his status as a French 
citizen, for him and for his chil- 
dren.” 


This brought some unbeliev- 
ing jeers from the right and 
from the Republican Unity De 
puties, which include both 
French and Moslem Algerians.

NEW YORK  (AP)—Four 
Japanese intellectuals, members 
of the nonconservative opposi- 
tion in Japan, agree that Ameri- 
cans generally misunderstand 
the pressures for neutralism 
that move the Japanese people. 

They criticized what they 
consider an attempt to write off 
as Communist agitation the 
wave of protest to the US- 
Japan security pact last sum- 
mer. They contended instead 
that the force which toppled 
the Kishi Government was 
more general and. reflected a 
disenchantment by many Japa- 
nese of current U.S.-Japanese re- 
lations. 

The four men’s views appear- 
ed in the October issue of Far 
Eastern Survey, a highly re- 
spected journal on Far Eastern 
affairs published by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions. 

The professors are Kanichi 
Fukuda, Makoto Saito, Yoshi- 
kazu Sakamoto and Tadashi 
Ishida. 

In an introduction, Robert A. 
Scalapino, a political science 
professor at the University of 
California, said: 

“The time has come for 
Americans to hear the other 
side in Japan.

Kennedy said in a statement 
that the 40-year-old congress- 
man will bring to the position 
“vigor and imagination,” for the

and developing “America’s vast 
and abundant natural 
sources.” 


The Udall appointment was 
by no means a surprise. It had 
been a virtual certainty for 
days. 

The Arizona House member 
Will serve alongside two gov- 
ernors, Abraham A. Ribicoff of 
Connecticut, Kennedy's choice 
for Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, arid Luther 
H. Hodges of North Carolina, 
Who will be the new Commerce 
Secretary. 


Last spring he startled con- 
servative-minded Arizonans by 
declaring his early support for 
Sen. John F. Kennedy for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 


As secretary of the interior, 
Udall will be the first Arizonan 
to serve in a cabinet post. He 
should be well prepared. Study 
of the Interior Department is 
bread-and-butter stuff to Ari- 
zona politicians. Udall’s dis- 
trict, for example, includes 
America’s two largest Indian 
reservations along with impor- 
tant reclamation projects. 

Udall was elected to Congress 
in 1954. His supporters call 
him a moderate.

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Tito Replies 
To Appeal 
From Eda 


BELGRADE (UPI) — Yugo 
slavia Tuesday pledged to work 
for negotiations among the 
world’s “great powers” “to re- 
duce world tensions in answer 
to an appeal from the Japan 
Socialist Party for efforts to 
Loring America and the Soviet 
Union together at a new “sum- 
mit conference.”

Japan 
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Movies in Review 


‘Rocco and His Brothers’ 
cm ~‘ 


y FOUMY SAISHO 


Luchino Visconti is\the least 
melodramatic director alive to- 
day. To him the greatest crea- 
tive excitement lies in probing 
life in’ Tts unexplored depths 
and stages, rather than putting 
different things together for 
visual entertainment. Though 
a great artist on his own right, 
he is not satisfied with the 
mere perfection of form. Form 
to him ‘has a meaning only 
when it is an effective means 
of communicating what he 
wants to communicate. 


And he has a great deal to 
communi¢ate, almost too much 
for his film vocabulary, rich 
though it is, to catch up with. 
Despite a certain impression of 
mannerisms and _ artificiality 
some of his works—*“Notti 
Bianche” for instance—create, 
he is a profound believer in 
content and substance which 
alone determines the shape of 
his work. 


“Rocco and His Brothers,” 
his new film which Japan is 
the first to see outside Italy 
(Hibiya from Dec. 20), is not 
only his greatest but one of the 
major productions of all time. 
The only picture comparable to 
this in quality, intensity and 
magnitude is his own 1954 film 
“Senso,” though the latter is at 
a definite disadvantage in being 
a cluttered costume play. 


By “magnitude,” [ do not 
mean “epic.” Though this is a 
long film running close to three 
hours, it carries no pretense to 
spectacular grandeur. Rather in 
the manner of Fellini's “Sweet 


Life,” its length is used to give 
a better sense of life's acale 
and its unpredictability. Per- 


haps I should not have brought 
Fellini in. For their films are 
basically too different to make 
any comparison sensible. 


Both are equally committed 
films, Fellini's to his own ideal- 
istic and aesthetic preoccupation 
of life, and Visconti’s to his 
grim determination to get at 
truth in his own way. The 
generally accepted line of rea- 
soning and characterization do 
not interest Visconti. He has 
his own method to follow which 
defies generalization. 

“Rocco and His Brothers” is 
supposedly an intended tribute 
to Thomas Mann’s trilogy “Jo- 
seph and His Brothers,” but 
the film has no fake-Biblical 
overtones such as the title may 
suggest. It tells, in its own 
direct, lucid style, of what life 
was like for each of the five 
sons of a Sicilian widow who 
immigrates to Milano bringing 
with her four of her brood to 
join her oldest son (Siros 
Focas) now settled in the city. 

Roceo (Alain Delon) is the 


too much hu to come to 
Rocco, its own title role. It 
is so slow developing in fact 
at first that one begins to wond- 
er what in the world Visconti 
intends to show in it. The 
mother seems the only domi- 
neering figure with her monoto- 
nous ranting. 

And yet this is necessary to 
show the family as a group in 
its immigrant days. There is 
one memorable scene where 
Nadia, the carefree prostitute 
(played with remarkable mias- 
tery and depth by the Comedie 
Francaise actress Annie Girar- 
do) visits the small one-room 
flat the family has rented.

“All the Fine Young Canni- 
bals” is a most appropriate title 
for a most slow and unappeal- 
ing picture about a group of 
most selfish, egoistic young peo 
ple. It's really the most. 


Natalie Wood and Robert 
Wagner grew up down in the 
holler in Texas. Wagner blows 
his own horn extremely well, 
bringing tears of appreciation 
to the eyes of the kind colored 
proprietor of the restaurant 
where Wagner, a minister’s son, 
goes to find Life. Tired of slink- 
ing around the home town he 
heads north for New York, 
where people know what's good. 
True to folk lore he becomes 
famous, and like a true folk 
hero he doesn’t change a bit, 
still slouches, still frowns, still 
strains and poses.

Dempsey-Kearns Feud 
Ended After 35 Years 


By OSCAR FRALEY 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Jack 
Dempsey and his old manager, 
Jack (Doc) Kearns, appear to 
have ended boxing’s most 
famous feud. 


They have been squabbling 
for 35 years. 


Kearns “made” Dempsey, 
earned an estimated $19 million 
with him over almost a decade 
and then walked out because 
Dempsey’s wife, movie actress 
Estelle Taylor, “was trying to 
advise him.” 


But they were brought toge- 
ther recently, with a possible 
motion picture. deal as_ the 
wedge, and the relationship is 
blossoming warm and cordial. 

It may be a case where, with 
Kearns 73 and Dempsey 65, 
once again they can cooperate 
for mutual profit. Neither can 
make a movie without the other 
being a vital part. The split is 
being debated without any acri- 
mony. 

Their division of the spoils in 
the old days was strictly 50-50. 
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London Dry Gin

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For Dempsey was a roughneck 
refugee from the tank towns 
and the hobo jungies when 
Kearns picked him up. 


It was the beginning of a 
fabulously productive associa- 
tion. Kearns had been a boxer 
but long before had decided to 
change to a manager. He taught 
Dempsey to weave and bob and 
big Jack’s explosive punch did 
the rest, 


Two years later, on July 4, 
1919, Kearns had piloted Demp- 
sey into a Toledo ring against 
giant Jess Willard for the world 
heavyweight championship. 
Dempsey knocked Willard out 
in the third and they really 
were on their way. 


Until 1925, all went well with 
the two Jacks. Kearns did the 
plotting and the talking, Demp- 
sey kept silent and did the 
punching. Then however, he 
caused a minor rift by marry- 
ing Miss Taylor over Kearne’ 
protests. The manager wanted 
him to remain single until he 
was through fighting. 


The break became complete 
when Kearns felt that Jack's 
wife was trying to run the 
show. Losing complete control 
of Dempsey was a blow to 
Kearns’ pride and when tiie 
wall of L-:terness between them 
rose to staggering heights he 
quit. 


Dempsey was acting as his 
own manager when he signed 
for the first fight with Gene 
Tunney in 1926, the one in 
which he lost his title. Kearns 
threatened Dempsey with a law 
suit and the breach grew ever 
wider. There were more sub- 
surface currents at the time of 
the second Tunney fight. 


In later years, Dempsey's 
career was managed in a solid 
business-like manner and he 
flourished. Kearns, acknow- 
ledged king of the managers, on 
the other hand treated money 


‘like it was going out of style 


and he had to get rid of it 
quickly. 

Kearns has estimated that he. 
was “in” on the earning of as 
much as $40 million. For later 
he managed such fighters as 
Mickey Walker, Benny Leonard 
on the latter’s comeback, Joey

Soviet orders for three freigh- 
ters and two tankers were 
chiefly responsible for the mark- 
ed increase in November. 

The association figured the 
over-all total for contracts for 
this fiscal year at 700,000 
tons, as compared with only 
350,000 -gross tons last year 
when the target was 700,000 
tons. 

There were many cancelia- 
tions last year. And in view of 
the continued slump in the 
world shipping market, the as- 
sociation figured this year’s net 
total may fall considerably short 
of the 500,000-ton target due to 
cancellations. Cancellations re- 
ported in the April-November 
period amounted to 280,000 tons.

A prosperous world cannot be 
ihalf developed and half under- 
|developed, and the developed 
jnations have the responsibility 
ito close the gap prevailing be- 
tween the two by pulling the 
underdeveloped countries up- 
ward industrially in close co- 
operation. 


The view is rapidly gaining 
ground that the economically 
jadvanced must come to firm 
‘grips with the industrial devel- 
‘opmental problems of the 
emerging countries for the sake 
of balanced world economic 
well-being and that the task is 
too big for the underdeveloped 
nations alone. 


The first chapter of the long- 
range development plans is com- 
ing to a close and the second 
phase is now unfolding for the 
Southeast Asian countries. The 
new plans appear bigger than 
ever. 

Industrialization is important 
for these countries to escape 
from economic poverty as well 
as to elevate national income. 
The main emphasis is on manu- 
facturing and higher produc- 
tivity, but agricultural promo- 
tion is being given increased 
attention. It is realized that a 
monocultural economic struc- 
ture makes for much uncer- 
tainty in trade and price rela- 
tions, and hence the need to 
strive for more stability through 
a multiple economy which in- 
volves industrialization. 

However, there is a growing 
awareness of modern agricul- 
tural development along with 
industrialization in order to 
strike an appropriate balance in 
the economy. Increased farm 
income is necessary to expand 
the market for industrial pro 
ducts as well as to expand sav- 
ings to expedite fund supply. 
Moreover, increased agricultural 
output will provide raw mate- 
rials, insure food supply and 
help economize on foreign ex- 
change as well as acquire for- 
eign currency for importing 
capital goods needed for eco- 
nomic development, 

Let us review the Southeast 
Asian industrialization efforts 
and achievements so far. Out 
side of India, the emerging na- 
tions had little or no modern 
industrial experience before the 
war. But postwar efforts at eco 
nomic development have rais- 
ed the growth rate quite high 
especially for India, Pakistan, 
Philippines and Taiwan. 

The sharp rise in manufac- 
turing output, however, must 
take into account the initial low 
level. And industrial output is 
still at a lower level when com- 
pared with agricultural output 
in the total economy. On the 
whole, industrialization is still 
in the early stages. Govern- 
ment efforts at providing direct 
industrial aid and guidance 
have been very great. The role 
of Government managed or 
owned enterprises together with 
marketing organs has been a 
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great factor. Production gains 
for iron-steel, electric power, 
cement, superphosphate of lime 
and coal have been substantial. 


As regards consumer goods 
Output, the amount was limited 
and development of these enter- 
prises restricted because of the 
narrow market and limited raw 
materials supply. Although out- 
put of consumer goods has been 
encouraged through import re- 
strictions and tariff protection, 
weak purchasing power at home 
and stiff overseas competition 
have slowed down the expand- 
ing pace. A case in point is the 
cotton goods industry. 


In general, India has made 
good progress in heavy indus- 
tries whereas Pakistan, Phil- 
Korea have made gains in light 
ippines, Hongkong, Taiwan and 
industrial development. Indo- 
nesia, Burma and Thailand are 
lagging somewhat, 

The Southeast Asian coun- 
tries are beset by many indus- 
trialization problems. One is 
the small market which re- 
stricts factory output. The 
home market lacks purchasing 
power and goods are not com- 
petitive overseas both as to 
price and quality in many lines. 
Moreover, there are overseas 
restrictive moves against goods 
produced by “cheap labor.” 
Progress in industrial know- 
how has been rather slow. There 
is a lag only in capital ac. 
cumulation but In business man- 
agement technique as well. 

Government efforts in these 
phases have been beneficial but 
criticisms have also arisen 
against too much official inter 
ference in the private sector 
as well as excessive extension 
of Government owned and 
managed enterprises. There 
have been cases of inappro- 
priate and unwise investment 
activity such as overconcentra- 


tion in cotton spinning. 
Other defects include the 
somewhat unbalanced, tradi- 


tional and fixed socio-economic 
systems and practices. The 
role of Government activity in 
the private industrial sector is 
quite large. Modern money 
and banking facilities are still 
in the formative stage. Schools 
for technical training and 
education are few. 

These problems and obstacles 
are being solved steadily, but 
there is no doubt about the 
need of increased cooperative 
efforts of the industrially advanc- 
ed nations in future.

Eased Drain 
On Dollar 


WASHINGTON § (UPI)—Com- 
merce Secretary Frederick H. 
Mueller reported Wednesday 


that American exports scored 
major gains this year, helping 
to ease the drain on American 
dollars and gold. 

He held out hope that fur- 
ther increases would be possi- 
ble in 1961 even without some | 
of the forces which fueled the 
1960 export boom. 

Looking at the long run, Muel- 
ler declared, “We must raise 
our export trade by at least $3 
billion a year.” 

To do this, he urged American 
manufacturers who sell only in 
this country—95 per cent of the 
total—to get into foreign mar- 
kets. 

“There is a basic receptivity 
for American goods abroad.” 
Mueller said. “The sales cll- 
mate is better now than it has 
been for many years.” 

The Cabinet officer discussed 
exports in a speech prepared 
for a meeting of the govern- 
ment’s National Export Expan- 
sion Committee. The commit- 
tee was established earlier this 
year to awaken US. firms to 
foreign market opportunities, 

The Administration has made 
export expansion a major weap- 
on in a drive to recapture dol- 
lars which have gone abroad 
through private § investment, 
foreign aid and payments for 
imports. 

U.S. exports this year are now 
expected by Commerce Depart- 
ment experts to hit $19,800 mil- 
lion, up more than $3,000 mil- 
lion from 1959. 

Mueller said that “prospects 
of increasing our exports even 
further in the coming months 
remain favorable.” Department 
aides said the prediction was 
based on growing interest of 
American firms in_. selling 
abroad. 

Officials acknowledged, how- 
ever, that high exports of jet 
airliners and subsidized cotton 
probably could not be suStain- 
ed. These two items have ac- 
counted for one-third of the 
1960 export surge, Mueller said.

Local Firm’s 
Kuwait Oil 
Deal Fails 


The Arabian Oil Co. of Japan 
has failed in a recent interna- 
tional effort to obtain the right 
to develop a new Persian Gulf 
undersea oil field in Kuwait, 
Taro Yamashita, president of 
the company, reported yester- 
day. 
Yamashita returned to Tokyo 
from a visit to Kuwait at the 
invitation of the Kuwait au- 
thorities concerning their inter- 
national offer of the new oil field 
development rights. The oil 
deposits were located north of 
a similar undersea oilfield in 
the Kuwait-Saudi Arabia neutral 
zone, successfully developed by 
Yamashita’s company recently. 

Yamashita said that he at 
first had been under the impres- 
sion that his company would 
naturally win the rights be- 
cause the Kuwait authorities, 
having a high opinion of his 
firm’s achievements, were ex- 
tremely friendly toward the 
Japanese, 

However, the rights were 
eventually lost to the financially 
more powerful Shell Oil inter- 
ests in the 13-firm competition, 
he said. Shell reportedly offer- 
ed a considerable “bonus” to 
Kuwait out of its prepared fund 
of $1,000 million, he added, 


Unemployment 
Lowest in 10 Years

reported yesterday.

Ford to Gas’ 
Ahead With 
U.K. Purchase 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ford 
motor company’s controversial 
offer to buy the remaining pub- 
licly held shares of its British 
subsidiary will be made formal- 
ly early next week, it was re- 
ported here Wednesday. 


British Ford shareholders and 
their brokers will receive a let- 
ter detailing the offer of Dec. 12, 
the New York Herald Tribune 
said. They will then have until 
Jan. 12 to decide whether to 
accept and deposit their stock 
with Ford. 


Payments from the auto firm 
amounting to about $20.50 a 
share will be made before the 
end of January, it was stated. 


Ford has almost definitely de- 
cided to revise its earlier plan 
to pay off non-British holders in 
sterling, which could be used for 
purchase of foreign securities, it 
was learned, 


By consummating the deal by 
Jan. 12, Ford would avert any 
possibility that the incoming 
Kennedy Administration might 
force a reconsideration of the 
matter after Jan. 20, the in- 
auguration date. 


The decision to go ahead with 
the offer, it was reported, shat- 
ters hopes of the U.S. Treasury 
of convincing Ford that it 
should reconsider its move in 
the interest of the United States’ 
balance of payments deficit. 


“Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson was unsuc- 
cessful in his efforts last month 
to persuade Ford to reconsider 
its offer,” the Herald Tribune 
said. “Mr. Anderson, it was 
learned, has had no discussions 
with Ford officials on this mat- 
ter in the last week. However, 
talks between Ford and British 
officia!s concerning details of the 
offer have resulted in a delay in 
consummation of the transac- 
tion. It originally was expected 
to be wrapped up before the end 
of December.” 


Statement in Commons 

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
Selwyn Lioyd, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, told the 
House of Commons Tuesday 
that the United States Treasury 
had “no intention of interven- 
ing” in the transaction by 
which the American Ford Co, 
proposed to buy the minority 
holding in its British subsidiary. 

Replying to questions, Lioyd 
said he had been in touch with 
Robert Anderson, U.S. Secretary 
of the Treasury and made the 
statement with his agreement.

Matsushita Electric Industrial 
Co. is generally expected to 
forge ahead if buying on high- 
grade issues crops up on the 
market which, it is believed, has 
come through a bad shakeup 
following America’s “save-the- 
dollar” economic policy. 


Behind the expected headway 
are the anticipated trading of 
Matsushita shares on the Amer- 
ican stock exchange under the 
ADR (American depositary re- 
ceipt) system, a capital increase 
expected next year and the fact 
that it has scored the biggest 
growth rate on the market. 


Corporate Analysis 


Matsushita Electric Industrial 
Co. ranks first among makers 
of light electrical appliances in 
Japan. The company claims 
that it scored a fourfold in- 
crease both in its sales pro- 
ceeds and income during the 
past five years, while its capi- 
tal swelled by five times. 


The main driving force dur- 
ing the last two or three years 
has been increased sale of TV 
sets, 

The company is expected to 
score further developments 
chiefly because of the following 
two factors: (1) the combined 
power of the company and its 
affiliates, and (2) a high market 
popularity of its products, 


Matsushita Electric Industrial 
embraces under its wing such 
well-known affiliates as the 
Nakagawa Electric, Matsushita 
Electronic Industrial, Matsu- 
shita Denko and Matsushita 
Tsushin Kogyo. 

Among these subsidiary firms, 
the one playing the biggest role 
for the development of the 
Matsushita combine is Matsu- 
shita Electronic, The company is 
expected to push the status of 
the Matsushita combine further 
up in Japan’s world of electric 
machinery manufacturing indus- 


At the present time, Matsu- 
shita accounts for more than 
20 per cent of the nation’s 
domestic sales of light electric- 
als such as television sets, 
transistor radios, washing ma- 
chines, vacuum cleaners, elect- 
ric fans and other home elect- 
ric appliances, 

The company is to launch 
hext year a five-year program 
designed to boost the amount 
of proceeds to a whopping 
¥250,000 million in 1965, — 

The capital will be boosted 
to ¥40,000 million under the 
program from the present ¥15,- 
000 million. It hopes to main- 
tain a high rate of dividend 
payments in the 15-20 per cent 
range. 

Matsushita's sales 
are estimated to reach a total 
of ¥56,000 million during the 
last six-month period ended in 
November. The sum is estimat- 
ed to grow to ¥57,000 million to 
¥58,000 million in the current 
six-month term ending in May, 
next year. Thus, a 20-per cent 
dividend payment is believed 
possible for the current six- 
month period, 

Matsushita now maintains 
technical teamwork with the 
Netherlands and many leading 
U.S. electrical and electronic 
firms. 


Stock Price Movement 


Matsushita Electric Industrial 
is now quoted at around ¥340. 

It rose to this year's high of 
¥51l May 4, but dropped to

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Japan’s Economic Problems 

The ban on the use of American aid funds for purchas- 
ing of economic aid goods in Japan and 18 other “financially 
strong” countries poses a problem for this country which 
must endeavor to make up the loss by expanding its trade 
in other directions, There must be no suggestion of panic; 
the new situation must be faced with courage and determi- 
nation to conquer all difficulties. 

According to a Finance Ministry spokesman, offshore 
purchases made in Japan with ICA funds in fiscal 1959, 
ending last March, amounted to $109 million, and those 
during the April-September period this year to $74 million. 
Presumably considerable purchases under the old orders 


will continue for the rest of

we may be certain that no undue harshness is shown in 


financial matters. It is, of 


course, fully understood in 


Washington how precariously poised is the economy of 
Japan, with its limited natural resources and large popu- 


lation to feed and clothe. 


But the belief expressed by 


American officials that vigorous Japanese salesmanship will 
soon develop new export markets to offset the loss of the 
U.S. procurement income is a rather optimistic one. New 
export markets are hard to find. Nevertheless the problem 
must be tackled by every legitimate means. 

Fortunately, there are some directions in which we may 


look with some confidence of eventual success. 


If we are 


to believe the statements of Mr. R. 8S. Colquhoun, an 
Australian visitor who has been here for the purpose of 
promoting Japanese-Australian trade, there is a distinct 
possibility of Australia buying more: from this country. 
He admitted that it would be difficult to equalize the present 
balance, which is very much in Australia’s favor, but he 
suggested that Australian industrialists should look into 
the possibility of purchasing heavy machinery from Japan. 
During his visit here, Mr. Colquhoun made contacts with 
the Japanese shipbuilding, railway, iron-steel and textile 
industries, and he will no doubt be able to inform the 
Australian Trade Department and private industrialists in 
Australia of the latest possibilities. There seems good rea- 
son to believe that it is in the realm of heavy capital goods

Mr. W. E. Williams, president of the Toronto Board of 
Trade, said on Monday that the Western world must buy 
enough from Japan to enable her to “live with the West.” 
He pointed to a danger that Japan might be forced to fall 
back on trade with North Korea and Red China, where 
there was a market for manufactured goods, unless the 


free nations did their part in an adequate manner. 


We 


think Mr. Williams was inclined to exaggerate the possi- 
bilities of trade for Japan with the Communist bloc but 


we cannot deny the need for 


this country to put economic 


considerations in a prominent place when dealing with 


that bloc. 


We hope that it will never be felt necessary, however, 
in this country to make political concessions to the Com- 
munist bloc in order that the Japanese people may live. 

That Japan should seek to pay more attention to what 
trade, without political strings attached, can be done with 
the Communist nations is certain. In fact, important feelers 
have already been put out toward the countries of Eastern 
Europe which are at present under Communist domination. 
Some measure of success has been attained but the over-all 
impression is that these countries have no great volume of 
purchasing power, and even if they had, they are not, like 
the Chinese mainland, in a mind to give large orders to 
states other than Soviet Russia. 


It is a fair assumption that Japan’s commercial and 


industrial future is bound up 


with the nations of the Free 


World, and she must look to the Free World to give her 


fair opportunities to compete 
in all available markets. 


with other advanced nations 


In this connection we hope that 


in the coming year all the GATT nations will concede to 
this country most-favored-nation treatment and no longer 
seek to hide behind the escape clause. 

Whether this country’s new predicament will necessi- 


tate a reconsideration of the 


Ikeda Government’s plan for 


economic expansion, the general interest rate reduction 
proposals, and some of the facets of the trade liberaliza- 
tion plan, remains to be seen, but it is quite clear that in 
the coming months the Government will be largely pre- 
occupied with questions of trade and finance, and that a 
great effort will be needed if the country’s present prosperity 
is to be maintained and (let us hope) enlarged. 


Revision of the Election Law *"%"*" 


Single-Member and/or PR Systems Eyed as Possible Remedy 


Revising the existing election 
system is once again at the fore- 
front of the attention of politi- 
clans and the public—at least 
the thinking part of it. 

This is so because the Nov- 
ember general velection is be- 
lieved to have been costlier than 
any previous one since the war, 
and an urge for a “cheaper” 
election is felt by the politicians 
whether they were successful 
at the polls or not, 

The interest in revising the 

Public Office Election Law hit 
a high mark in 1956 during the 
Hatoyama Cabinet days. It was 
primarily in terms of redividing 
the country into single-member 
districts or “smaller election dis- 
tricts” as they are referred to 
here. 
But the bill for revising the 
election law toward that end 
died stillborn because of a fierce 
opposition by the Socialist 
Party. 

The Socialists feared that the 
conservatives, then having just 
achieved the merger of the 
Liberals and Democrats, were 
intent upon “destroying” them. 

Indeed, it was a realistic pos- 
sibility at that time that should 
the system have been introduc- 
ed in one fell swoop, the So- 
cialist strength could have been 
reduced to far less than one- 
third. 

Two Considerations 


This time, the suggestion for 
altering the election law has 
two basic considerations as its 
components. Firstly, the cost 
of campaigning beyond the 
statutory limit, which few abide 
by, is almost directly propor- 
tional to the extent of “unfair- 
ness” of the election. And be- 
cause of the stupendous amount 
of money thus spent by the can- 
didates in their attempt to influ- 
ence the voters, or in many 
cases simply “buy” their votes, 
the election may hardly be re- 
garded as a device for the citi- 
zens to express their political 
choice. 

If the size of each district in 
which a candidate campaigns 
were cut down, the argument 
goes, it would reduce the cost 
of electioneering and thus keep 
election cleaner. 3 

Another consideration is that 
the election districts and the 
Diet seats assigned to them 
need a thorough revision any- 
way because the present alloca- 
tion is based on a 1945 census. 
Shift of population since then 
has been enormous, and today, 
the urban regions are definitely 
underrepresented as compared 
with the rural. 

Why So Costly 

Two extreme examples usual 
ly cited in this context are To- 
kyo’s District No, 2 which is al- 
lowed only three seats for its 
720,000 voters, and Tochigi’s 
District No. 2 with five seats in 
the Diet for its 380,000 voters, 
whidh mean 240,000 and 76,000 
voters per seat respectively. 

But why does the election 
system as it stands today cost 
so much money? It is what 
might be termed as a medium- 
sized election district system, 
which means that each of the 
118 areas is to elect from three 
to five representatives. And it 
would mean each party must 
run several candidates in order 
to secure the maximum possi- 
ble number of seats tp itself. 

Under such a circumstance, 
there is intense rivalry not only 
among different parties but also 


= 


‘among candidates of the same 


party. 

The medium-sized district, 
which is geographically larger 
than a single-member district, 
also costs campaigner more to 
cover it adequately. 

In spite of the general eager- 
ness for a better election sys 
tem, the answer seems difficult 
to find and solution slow in 
coming. The single-member 
system, for instance, still faces 
a determined objection by the 
Socialists. 

Theoretical Danger 

The basic reason for their ob- 
jection, of course is the theo- 
retical danger inherent in it: 
that of a minority party being

wiped out in an election. That 
is, a party which wins slightly 
more than the majority in each 
of the 467 districts (assuming 
that the present number of the 
Lower House seats remains un- 
altered) can be the exclusive 
master of the House of Repre- 
sentatives while another receiv- 
ing as much as 49 per cent of 
popular votes may have no seat 
at all, 

Officially, the Socialist Party 
is against the proposal for the 
exactly opposite reason to the 
one for which it is advocated by 
others. Under a single-member 
system, elections would be more 
expensive, they point out, 

Another reason is perhaps 
more cogent. Representatives 
returned from singlesnember 
districts would refiect local in- 
terests, far limited in scope 
than under the existing system. 
In fact, they would represent 
freas smaller than the wards of 
Metropolitan Tokyo, the Social- 
ists point out. 

Forward 


Step 

Still another reason for their 
opposition is that the voter's 
choice would be limited under 
the system in question. Instead 
of choosing among several 
candidates of the same party, 
he would be forced to vote for 
the candidate of the party 
whose policy he favors even 
though he disapproves of the 
——, personality concern- 


The Democratic Socialists on 
the other hand hold the single- 
member district system in high- 
er regard. Their argument is 
that it would make victory and 
defeat clearer in the eye of the 
voter In each district and also 
election campaigning more 
thorough. Depending on how it 
is put into practice, they say, it 
would be possible to make the 
system serv@® as the starting 
point for an “inexpensive elec- 
tion system.” 

Likewise in favor of the sys 
tem is the Liberal-Democratic 
Party whose spokesman on 
these matters, Tadashi Aoki, has 
said it would at least signify a 
step forward toward a better 
one. 

If the preferred formula 
were to be adopted, however, 
the principal difficulty to be en- 


countered is districting the 
country. Here Aoki has gone 
en record that there would be 
no other way than leaving it 
entirely up to aa objective third 
party. 

In 1956, while the nonparti- 
san Election System Study 
Council prepared a new political 
map for Japan on the basis of a 
single-member system, the Lib- 
eral-Democrats drew up their 
own. It received much unsa- 
vory publicity when the pat- 
terns of some of the areas in 
it reflected gerrymandering, 
which was then quickly dubbed 
as “Hatomandering” ‘after the 
conservative chief Ichiro Hato- 
yama. 


Aware of the basic short. 
coming of the proposed system, 
however, many observers in- 
cluding Liberal-Democrat Ao- 
ki have suggested a system 
which combines this and a pro- 
portional representation system, 
such as the one in force in Ger- 
many. ’ 

' Subtle Point 


The p.r. system is particular- 
ly favored by the Democratic 
Socialists because 
popular votes, they did com- 
mendably at the last election. 
Under a pure p.r. system, they 
would have won about 41 seats 
instead of 17. Likewise, the 
Communists, which now have 
only three seats would have 
about 13. - 

A basic defect in the p-r. 
system is that it allows the voter 
no choice over personality, but 
only over parties. And in the 
case of Japan, this would raise 
a subtle constitutional question 
because Art. 43 of the basic 
law of the land reads: “Both 
Houses shall consist of elected 
member, representative of all 
the people.” 

It is possible to speculate 
that a system which allows 
people to indicate their pre- 
ferences of parties alone but not 
individual representatives, 
might violate the spirit of this 
provision. 

In any event, something 
might be done at last in 1961 if 
the political parties realize that 
adoption of a “better” election 
system would enhance their 
prestige in the popular mind. 


‘Coexistence’ Revised? —

~ When Communist China says 
it believes in peaceful coexist- 
ence, can the West sit back and 
relax? Does it mean the begin- 
ning of a new era of eweetness 
and light in Asia? 


A lot of people would like to 
know. The facts, however, are 
not reassuring. 

The question has taken on 
significance since the end of the 
conference of leaders of 81 Com- 
munist nations in Moscow. Pei- 
ping and Moscow appear, on the 
surface at least, to have buried 
their ideological differences in 
that meeting. 


China’s President Liu Shao 
chi on Sunday told a hanquet 
audience in Leningrad Russia's 
proposals for “peaceful coexist- 
ence between countries of differ- 
ent social systems” had the ap- 
proval of everyone, 


That should be clear enough. 
It should mean that China has 
shrugged off its old “hard line” 
toward the West and accepted 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev's softer approach. 


But the trouble is that “peace- 
ful coexistence” seems to mean 
one thing to Moscow and an- 
other to Peiping. 

Khrushchev’s version involves 
negotiations with the United 
States, France and Britain to 
create a thaw in the cold war. 
He believes that world com- 
munism has‘to get along with 
these Big Powers short of war. 

Less than two weeks ago, the 
Chinese spelled out what they 
mean by the phrase. A Peiping- 


Diet Confusion

Ban on Aid Funds

Tariff Law Revision 

A recommendation made by 
the Tariff Council, a Govern- 
ment advisory organ, to the 
Government on revision of the 
existing Customs Tariff Law 
calls for a thoroughgoing revi- 
sion to meet the latest situa- 
tions. Although there is some- 
thing questionable in the minor 
details of the recommendation, 
hope is held that the Govern- 
ment will carry out the revision 
of the law as soon as possible 
in accordance with the recom- 
mendation. The best point in 
the recommendation is the fact 
that the number of import 
items in a new tariff list ell- 
gible for customs duties has 
been increased to 2,183 from the 
present 943. Since the number 
ranges from 2,000 to 6,000 in 
various West European coun- 
tries, it is natural to increase 
the number of goods liable to 
duties, especially at this time 
when the technical revolution 
has greatly progressed. _It is 
also wise that the specific duties 
formula has been adopted for a 
total of 73 imports items against 
a mere 3 as at present.—Yomi- 
uri Shimbun

“coexistence” idea from India’s 
Premier Nehru and pushed it 
vigorously at the 1955 Afro- 
Asian conference in Bandung. 

Asian neighbors of the big 
Chinese giant initially wel- 
comed it. But after Peiping 
put down the Tibetan independ- 


ent movement, unleashed artil- 


lery assaults on the little na- 
tionalist Chinese off-shore 
islands, encroached on India’s 
borders and followed this with 
political interference in Indo- 
nesia, the phrase became less 
than a polite one in the chance- 
ries of Asia. 

The next few weeks may in- 
dicate whether it has been 
touched up and brushed off for 
more acceptable usage.

One is the record of how the Administration has been drag- 
ging its feet in sending diplomatic representatives to the new. Afri. 
can republics. Loy Henderson, of the State Department, who has 
just completed an irtspection trip through Africa, has a charac. 
teristically dismal report of American diplomatic sluggishness,

The second episode had to do with the mailing of scurrilous 
and obscene racist letters to several of the African U.N. delegates, 
telling them to get out of the United States. Ambassador Wads- 
worth was, of course, quick to point out that this was the work 
of a crackpot, and that every society has its crackpots, and the 
FBI was quick to move in to track down the sender. 


It is easy to overstress this minor episode, and to forget 
the decades of striving and movement toward full ethnic equal- 
ity, by American whites and Negroes working together. But 
the dismaying fact is that the crackpot is the kind of crackpot 
he is because this is now the major direction in which the worst 
hatreds in America are channeled. How can anyone tell the 
educated, proud men of color who receive these letters that their 


sender stands alone in his aberration? 


It simply isn’t true. For 


he expresses what a minority of Americans, but a sizable and 


vociferous minority, feel. 


Thus far no voice high in the councils of the national Ad- 
ministration has spoken out clearly against this madness in a 
way to reassure the delegation at the U.N. No one has told 
them that the conscience of America scorns and despises this 
kind of talk whether it is directed to distinguished visitors from 
abroad or the lowliest Negro at home. 


The third episide is the continuing one of the New Orleans 
story. The four little Negro girls continue to need a police es- 


cort to take them to school and bring them home. 


The few 


white parents who still have the courage to keep their children 
at the school in the face of the boycott have been made the tar- 
gets of abuse and attack. Even two clergymen, a Methodist and 
a Catholic, who have made their way through the lines of jeer- 
ing women have been abused with obscene language. 


I suppose it is not strange to have a regiment of women 
behave hysterically. Whatever the country, once the women 


emerge from their cocoons of 


privacy Mto involvement with 


public issues, they bring with them an intensity men scarcely 
possess. Yet one wonders how the vaunted Southern woman- 
hood, celebrated in tract and story, should have degenerated 
into this rabble of screaming Furies. 

Some of the women hurled the taunt of “Communist” & 
the minister and the priest, who were quietly acting out théir 
conscience. Again one must wonder what these women would 
think of themselves if they knew that their performance in the 


short span of a few days on 


the New Orleans streets will 


strengthen the Communist world position immeasurably, and 


that some day their own sons 


may have to fight and die on 


foreign fields because their mothers defiled the idea of equal 


access to schooling opportunity. 


I set down these acrid refiection with the knowledge that 
a number of the new African nations do not, on the score of 
color hatreds, come into the world arena with their own hands 


clean. 


Last night I started a.geries of lectures on colonialism and 
revolutionary nationalism before the student body of Howard 


University. 


One of the questions from a student was searching. 


I had spoken of the nationalist revolutions, especially in Africa, 
as identity revolutions, in which long oppressed peoples have 
sought and found their identity as a nation. And I spoke of the 


new intense pride of color in Africa. 


The student asked me 


whether this pride of color was moving toward the assertion 
of the dignity of color or toward an intolerance which carried 


with it hatred and the desire for domination. 


I had to answer 


that both impulses are present today in Africa, and that Amer- 
icans can help decide what the direction will be. 

But they can have only a negative influence if they present 
the young Africans who come to America with the symbolic 


episodes I have described.
